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Lifesavers are tackling 
emergencies on heath

TWO new medics trained up 
by the Jockey Club are pro¬ 
viding life-saving treatment 
to riders on Newmarket 
Heath. 

Rob Achner, 44, and Alex 
Payne, 29, have undergone 
intense medical training so 
that they can immediately 
provide help and care to in¬ 
jured riders while awaiting 
the emergency services. 

The Jockey Cluh first 
looked into getting an ambu¬ 
lance stationed on the Heath, 
but with only 17 call outs per 
year, the cost could not be 
justified. 

Instead, Rob, who is lead 
medic and a gallops man¬ 
ager, and Alex, an assistant 
gallops manager, will “bridge 
the gap” between the call 
to emergency services and 
when they arrive. 

They have received train¬ 
ing on being the first people 
on scene, for life support and 
serious injuries, and med¬ 
ics in remote areas, provid¬ 
ing care for life-threatening 
injuries and major bleeding. 
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They also carry extensive 
medical equipment includ¬ 
ing oxygen and defibrillators. 

Nick Patton, assistant 
managing director of Jockey 
Club Estates, said: “Rob and 
Alex’s training is above and 
beyond what we would see 
as a first responder in a rural 
environment. 

“It will bridge the gap be¬ 
tween the emergency ser¬ 
vices being called and when 
they arrive. Most of the time, 
the response time for am¬ 
bulances is pretty good but 
there have been times when 
it has been 40 minutes. 

“The Heath Medics know 
the place inside out and they 
know the quickest way to get 
there.” 

Since they began a few 
weeks ago, Rob and Alex 
have already attended an in¬ 
cident involving suspected 
broken ribs and a punctured 
lung, as well as another with 
a suspected broken neck. 

Rob said: “We can assess 


things a bit better and pass 
on to the ambulance service 
what we think their injuries 
are which will then raise the 
priority and get the ambu¬ 
lance there quicker. 

“That extra time that we 
are there before the ambu¬ 
lance arrives is vital - it can 
be between someone mak¬ 
ing it or not. 

“We have been dealing 
with these incidents over the 
years anyway - now it means 
we can tackle them with con¬ 
fidence.” 

The first port of call for in¬ 
juries on the gallops should 
still be 999, Nick said. 

He added: “It is important 
for trainers and their staff to 
understand that the Heath 
Medics are not a substitute 
for professional paramed¬ 
ics, nor should they be called 
upon to assess whether 
the emergency services are 
needed. 

“We believe the introduc¬ 
tion of Heath Medics is the 
most practical solution to 
ensuring a rapid response

A SUSPICIOUS suitcase was 
blown up in a Cambridge 
United director’s driveway af¬ 
ter being found with two for¬ 
eign passports in the boot of 
his car. 

Renford Sargent found the 
case in his BMW 640 convert¬ 
ible when he arrived home in 
Dalham after a U’s game. 

Mr Sargent said he suspect¬ 
ed the bag was put in his boot 
by mistake as he went to pick 
up fellow club director, Gra¬ 
ham Daniels, in Cambridge. 

He told the News: “In the 
five minutes I had left my car 
in the parking space unlocked 
and got Graham to come 
down, someone had put a 
suitcase in the boot of my car 
thinking, I think, that the car 
was there to pick them up. 

“As we came downstairs, 
there was a man near the car. 
I said ‘That’s a bit weird’ but 
he was standing away from 
it so we didn’t think anything 
about it. 

“Off we go to Newport for 
the Cambridge United game 
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with no idea that the bag was 
in the car. After the match, 
we drove straight home and 
I dropped Gr^am off and 
came back to Dalham. 

“On Sunday morning I went 
to get my own bag and saw 
this suitcase with two Jorda¬ 
nian passports on top.” 

Mr Sargent didn’t know 
whether to remove the case so 
decided to call the police. 

“I hoped that they would 
just remove the case and find 
the people,” he said. “Instead 
they decided. I’m sure cor¬ 
rectly, that this thing needed 
further investigation. 

“Eventually they decided to 
bring out the bomb disposal 
unit. The case was still in the 
back of my car and now I was 
wondering if my car is going 
to get blown up. 

“I thought it was going to be 
like The Italian Job” 

A 200-metre cordon was put 


in place in the village while 
the bomb disposal squad at¬ 
tended the incident. 

A bomb disposal robot was 
sent to take the suitcase out of 
the car. The case was explod¬ 
ed in Mr Sargent’s driveway. 

He said: “We think a guy 
must have thought my car 
was the car that was sent 
there to take him. We had a bit 
of a laugh about it but we are 
going to get a ribbing for this 
at the club.” 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said they thought the case 
was put in the boot in error. 

He added: “Officers were 
contacted at 9.36am by a man 
who reported he had gone 
to his car, parked in Church 
Lane, and found a suitcase 
that did not belong to him in 
the boot. Police have made in¬ 
quiries to determine how the 
case came to be in the vehicle 
and it appears the suitcase 
was placed in the car in error. 

“There are not thought to 
be any suspicious circum¬ 
stances.”

A NEW stud farm with room 
for 25 horses could be built 
near Newmarket. 

An application has been 
submitted for Potters Stud, 
on Mill Road in Ashley, in¬ 
cluding a horse exerciser and 
lunging ring to provide what 
is needed for a successful 
breeding operation. 

The application has been 
submitted by Fairhaven Es¬ 
tates and would see the land 
changed from agricultural 
use. 

The application said: “The 
site is located close to exist¬ 
ing stud farming operations 
and close to Newmarket 
where there are specialist 
professions such as equine 
vets to provide essential care 
and services. 

“The site is ideally located 
to utilise existing nearby ser¬ 
vices and amenities in an 
area where development as¬ 
sociated with the horserac¬ 
ing industry is actively en¬ 
couraged.” 

The proposed stud farm’s 
proximity to Newmarket 
would mean it would have 
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access to a pool of “specially 
trained employees and local 
suppliers”, the application 
said, which would also make 
the site sustainable. 

“The intention will be for 
the business to purchase 
six “in-foal” mares and six 
broodmares in the first year 
to allow the business to gen¬ 
erate income that year. 

“Thereafter, most stock 
would be bred in-house.” 

The document said that 
sales figures taken from Tat- 
tersalls shows that foals sold 
at an average of £20,000 and 
yearlings sell at an average 
of £45,000 which would help 
the business to generate 
profit in the first year. 

If permission is granted, at 
least seven members of staff 
would be employed at the 
site, depending on the num¬ 
ber of horses and foals. 

Two accommodation sites 
would also be built at the 


stud, used to house the foal¬ 
ing manager and the head 
groom. 

The application said: “The 
foaling manager’s house 
and the head groom’s lodge 
[are] provided for the neces¬ 
sary care to the horses at all 
times. 

“It is widely accepted that 
stud farming is a delicate 
process requiring the on site 
presence for the welfare of 
mares and foals. 

“Whilst the foaling man¬ 
ager will oversee all staff, the 
head groom will ensure there 
are sufficient staff members 
available at all times for the 
welfare and proper manage¬ 
ment of the horses.” 

The application will be 
discussed by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) for a decision to be 
made in the coming weeks.

and the appropriate medi¬ 
cal attention for injured rid¬ 
ers following a serious inci¬ 
dent.” 

As part of the scheme, two 
new horse ambulances have 
also been introduced for 
equine injuries. 


The Moller Foundation 
provided the vehicles, cost¬ 
ing just under £100,000, to 
replace those used at the 
Heath dating back to 1995. 

Nick added: “Despite the 
quality of the training facili¬ 
ties and our efforts to make 
them as safe as possible for 
horse and rider, unfortu¬ 


nately there are occasions 
when horses, like any athlete 
in training, are injured. 

“At such times, the horse 
ambulance performs a vital 
role in transporting horses 
so they can receive treat¬ 
ment at one of the outstand¬ 
ing veterinary facilities in the 
Newmarket area.”

Warehouse fails 
to win approval 


AN APPEAL over planning 
permission for a warehouse 
in Newmarket bas been dis¬ 
missed. 

Cl Industries Ltd applied 
for a single storey ware¬ 
house on Units 9 to 11 St 
Leger Drive in Newmarket 
- but district councillors re¬ 
fused it on the grounds that 
it was “unneighbourly” due 
to its height. 

Inspector Ian Radcliffe, 
appointed by the Secretary 
of State for Communities 
and Local Government, has 
now supported the district 
council and dismissed an 
appeal by the applicants. 

In his report released 
last week, Mr Radcliffe said 
that other buildings in the 
vicinity were of a similar 
size to the houses, and the 
Studlands Park retail estate 
“complements the hous-

ing estate and successfully 
manages the transition be¬ 
tween the two”. 

He said: “The proposed 
rectangular building at 
123m in length, 10.5m to 
eaves height and 13m to the 
ridge would be a particularly 
big structure, significantly 
larger and taller than other 
buildings along the north¬ 
ern boundary of the busi¬ 
ness park and neighbouring 
retail park. 

“The great monotonous 
length of this tall, unrelieved 
elevation would dominate 
and enclose [Studlands 
Park] Avenue and would 
be distinctly out of keeping 
with its pleasant residential 
character.” 


He said that the design of 
the warehouse would “unac¬ 
ceptably harm the character 
and appearance of the area”. 

A number of residents of 
Vincent Close objected to 
the warehouse due to fears 
it would have a negative im¬ 
pact on their living condi¬ 
tions with lorries unloading 
close to bedroom windows 
until 11pm and staff coming 
and going 24 hours a day. 

However, the inspector 
believed living conditions 
“would not be materially 
harmed” by the proposals. 

He said: “On the basis of 
the acoustic report that has 
been carried out, the council 
is satisfied that noise could 
be adequately controlled 
by the proposed acoustic 
fencing, restrictions on the 
hours of operation and lim¬ 
its on noise levels.”

Speed limit cut 
Sdll save lives’ 


Hospital anniversary marked by tree 


THE speed limit on a road 
between two USAF bases 
has been reduced due to the 
high number of accidents - 
and safety concerns for air 
force personnel. 

Eriswell Road, between 
RAE Mildenhall and RAE 
Lakenheath, has seen its 
60mph speed limit replaced 
by 40mph signs, in what the 
USAE is calling a “life-saving 
initiative”. 

Base officials have said 
that a large number of ac¬ 
cidents on the road have 
involved USAE personnel - 
and punishments have been 
put in place for those who 
flout the limit. 

Master Sgt Jason Gamble, 
100th ARW Inspector Gen¬ 
eral unit inspector, said: “It’s 
long overdue. We have had 
enough major accidents 
along that road that some¬ 
thing needed to change. 

“I can’t imagine going 
60mph along there, around 
the turns and with the trees 
and shrubs on the edge of 
the road.”

He said new members of 
the USAE are told “that is the 
number one road” that you 
need to “take care on”. 

Master Sgt Lucas Shay, 
100th Air Refuelling Wing 
safety superintendent, said: 
“Between 2012 and 2014, 
our airmen were involved in 
61 traffic accidents - 33 per 
cent of those traffic mishaps 
occurred on Eriswell Road. 

“That trend continued 
through 2015 and 2016, 
and it became evident that 
something needed to be 
done before somebody 
was killed on that one mile 
stretch of road. 

“Reducing the speed from 
60mph to 40mph reduces 
the probability of fatality in 
the event of an accident by 
40 per cent. 

“A reduced speed limit 
won’t magically make things 
safer and all of the adminis¬ 
trative controls in the world 


won’t help if we’re not pay¬ 
ing attention. 

“Going forward, I believe 
that this change will save 
lives.” 

Leader of Suffolk County 
Council, Colin Noble said: 
“Eriswell Road has been an 
area where we have looked 
at road safety options in re¬ 
cent years in partnership 
with the RAF military base. 

“Over the years there have 
been a number of accidents 
and near misses. Follow¬ 
ing trials in the area, Suffolk 
County Council is reducing 
the speed limit from 60mph 
to 40mph. 

The change has been in¬ 
troduced to help improve 
the safety of all road users in 
the area. We encourage driv¬ 
ers to also take extra care in 
this area, remembering that 
40mph will be the new max¬ 
imum speed limit.”
